Thereafter, on the basis of evidence now available, 
it is forecast that the stock of scallops will be greatly 


reduced and will not su’ 
present form during 1967. 


Fluctuations such as this are 
typical of heavily exploited 
mollusc fisheries, and occur in 
other areas including Canada, 
Japan and Tasmania. Mfr. | 
Rylah said that the fact that 
such a fluctuation can now be

What form, of local govern- 
ment have we got in Altona 
when vital decisions are made 
behind closed doors at Caucus 
meetings which are veiled in 
the greatest secrecy? 


The case studies mentiohed 
detail the histories of 24 ‘‘in- 
filtrators,” 17 of whom were 
born in South Vietnam! Some- 
where around 90,000 Southern 
soldiers went North after the 
defeat of the French, and a 
large majority of the “infil- 
trators” are these men return- 
ing, as evidenced by the case 
studies. Direction of these 
men seems to be from Hanol, 
but by definition it is a civil 
War, and can anyone name a 
recent civil war fought with- 
out some outside help?

The defendant does not 
know what defamatory words 
ate intended to be alleged and 
cannot therefore possibly 
know whether he will merely 
deny publication, deny publi- 
cation of the plaintiffs and 


deny that the words alleged 


were in fact defamatory or go 
further and allege fair “com- 
ment on a matter of public 
importance or justification in 
truth and in fact. 

Until the issues are stipu- 
lated by the pleadings there 
are in fact no issues before 
the Court and the administra- 
tion of justice between the 
Parties cannot be therefore 
prejudiced. 

Council may accordingly 
hear any proper representa- 
tions by ratepayers without 





fear of any process by way of 
contempt of Court or injunc 
tion, and should not permit 
itself to be deterred from its 
duty to hear such representa- 
tions by an unwarranted view 
that it is under any obliga- 
tion not to hear what the 
ratepayers may relevantly de- 
sire to be heard. 

The only matter which 
council ought not to hear is 
whether or not the defendant 
Rivett published defamatory 
words of and concerning the 
members of council. That is 
the only issue before the 
Court and therefore the only 
matter which can be said to 
be sub-judice.
